THE CATTLE RANGES. 

CONDITION OF STOCK IN N EBRASKA. 
LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 2.—(Special.]—Reports of 
damage to stock on the plaius from the recent 
storm are conflicting. So far as learned the 
storm was not nearly so severe west of bere and 
south of the Platte Kiveras in the vorthern part 
of the State and Southern Dakota. The weather 
continues extremety cold, but stock mon. having 
learned a severe lessou from the immense losses 
by freozing two years ago, are much better pre- 
pared for cold weather now than they were then. 
Of the immense herds along the Platte and on 
the gtazing-grounds of Eastern Col 
orado the loss is not thought to be 
very great. Many stockmen in Northeastern 
Nebraska and Dakota have lost heavily, but the 
total damage sustained by the stock interests, 
so lar as learned, will be inconsiderable. Shduld 
the cxtreme cold weather continue a few weeks 
longer, the loss will certainly be doubled. At 
present no uneasiness is feilt in any part of the 

State on this subject.. 
WYOMING. * 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Jan. 22.—The recent cold 
snap of four days’ duration was one of the cold- 
est in the history of the Territory. The mercury 
ranged from zero to 36 below, with sticht wind. 
The fall of snow was light, so that winter-cured 
grass, on which cattle and sheep feed while 
roaming the piains, was not covered. The ani- 
mais can withstand any temperature while feed 
is abundant. The losses were scarcely sufficient 
to notice. A few sickly calves in each herd suc- 
cumbed. Sheep suffered none. The suow is 
melting today, which is good for the cattle.

The oid hunt- 
ersand the shrewd trappers of the Northwest 
observed that animais were covered with a 
denser coating of fur, ana bad taken extraor- 
dinary care to build and line their houses warm- 
er than usual. These olf hunters and trappers 
had communed with Nature for years, and knew 
that these signs were asure warning of a cold 
winter, and they were unanimous in announcing 
to the world that the coming winter would be a 
cold one. The scientists not only in this coun- 
try but in Europe were equally enanimous in 
prociaiming a warm winter. Aud our usually 
quiet and peaceable Hazen became interested, 
and not only predicted a warm winter, 
but pounded poor Wiggins most unmer- 
cifully for announcing a Maren storm. The 
naturalists have had a walk-away from 
the start, and now have the scientists fairly on 
the hip. The winter commenced cold, continued 
cold, and remains cold, with sun-dogs and biiz- 
zards witbout number. Now it only remains for 
the Canadian to trot out his March blizzard 
in good style so as to make old Mother Eartb 
fairly sbake and trembie, and poor Hazen will 
have to drop his head, foid his wings, and resign.

and those which left Chicago Saturday are said 
to be laid up at various points ou the line. The 
Milwaukee & St. Paul's trains mauaged to get 
througify but made slow time. The trains from 
the West and Southwest by the various roads 
were ali from two to five hours behind time. 

THE EASTERN ROADS

LOAVES SOMETIMES TRADED OFF FOR 
DRINKS. 

The extreme cold of yesterday occasioned a 
demand for coal, meat, and bread which kept 
the officials busy at the office of Coupty-Agent 
McGrath, on West Washington street near Canal 
street. No one who applies for relief is sent 
away hungry, aud families in need of food and 
cea! are supplied if they are found to be worthy 
as well as needy. Coal was most in demand es- 
terday. Since the Ist ot September County- 
Agent and his assistants have distributed 1,753 
tons of coal. The other day they gave away 2,600 
pounds of meat. Jan, 15 the County-Ageot dis- 
tributed 2,064 pounds of meat and 3,110 pounds 
of bread. Mr. Eckbardt, Assistant unty- 
Agent, said yesterday: 

* There is great destitution in the city and 
county, but we are relieving all proper cases 
that are brought to our notice. No respectable, 
deserving man or woman need suffer,

EXTREME CASES OF DESTITUTION?” 

“Yes. In the town of Jefferson a family has 
been living ina barn for three months. The 
oldest child is 10 years of age and none of the 
four childre@ have had stockings and shoes. 
For three months they have been without fire, 
subsisting au cold victuais which the children 
have begged. As soon a8 ovr attention was 
called to the ense we sent a carriage for them 
and they are now at the Home tor the Friend- 
less. When the mother was taken into. a warm 
room she was quite overcome and fainted dead 
away.”

NEARLY STARVED AND ALMOST FROZEN. 


The story of the nearly starved and almost 
frozen family above referred te may be given 
more in detail as the case is a peculiar one. 
Late on Saturday, upon a opp pista brought by 
a littie bootblack, Officer * Mite neil, of 
the Humane Society, went out to the vicinity of 
Milwaukee and Western avenues, and over the 
lide into Jefferson, and found, as had been rep- 
resented, a man and woman and four children 
in a baro (where they bad been three months) 
without tire or food, no bed, and scarcely enough 
clothing to cover them, Not gpseipatiog such 
complete wretcbedness, the oſheer was unpro- 
vided with a vehicle to remove them, and could 
find no team at that hour that copid convey 
them to a better piace of sheiter. The office of 
the County Agent was closed before he could 
reach it. Some one had sent the sufferers a pot 
of coffee, and they were forced to gather 
their rags about them as best they 
could for the night, and the officer 
reluetantiy left them until de could devise 
some method for their reiief. Before daylight 
on Sunday morning be again set out, and ap- 
proaching the néighhborhood, about six miles 
from his own home, groused the family of Mrs. 
Mabone, at No, 23 Courtiand avenue, and begged 
of ber to admit the family, who must certainly 
perish if not soon relieved. this she con- 
sented, and, wading through the snow to the 
bara, the officer got out the almost frozen iu- 
mates and conducted them to the house. He 
thou weut out and purcbased provisions, which 
Mrs. Mahone cooked and set before them, and 
of which they ate greedily. The feet of the 
children were frozen, and after sitting at the 
fire a few moments the reaction from intense 
cold to warmth caused the woman to fall from 
her chair in a dead faint, from which 
sue wes restored with considerable dich 
culty. Obtaining permission from them to 
remain there over night, the officer departed 
and reached his home vn the South Side about 2 
o'clock p. m. Here be found a report of an 
abandoned horse almost frozen to death on the 
Prairie near Thirty-fifth street, and went out 
and put the poor beast out of its misery. Early 
on Monday morning Mr. Mitchei!l engaged a car- 
riage,started posthaste for Jetterson, gathered in 
the family, and, stopping at the County-Agent's 
office, bad the suffering family provided witb 
shoes and stockings, and {rom there took them 
to the Home fur the Friendless and leit them in 
charge of that mother of so many homeless ones. 
Mrs. F. W. Wheeler. The man, whose nume is 
Wiillam Hogan, had been addicted to strong 
drink. The oldest child is 10 years and the

Heartrendiug Scenes-Men, Women, and 
Ohildren Wildly Imploring 
Aid 


HAMBURG, Jan, 23,—(Special Cable. ]- From 
conversations with passengers from the Cim- 
brig, and from the statements of her officers 
and the examination of the damage to the Sul- 
tan’s prow, and from the position in 
which the Cimbria lies, it seems doubtless 
that the entire fault lies with the Hull steamer. 
The course from Cuxhaven to Hull and for the 
channel is the same, so that, bad both vessels 
been on their proper course they would have 
run stem on in ease- of a collision. 
The Sultan, the iron ram, came away from the 
contact greatly damaged in her upper part, 
with ber bow crushed in and those parts of her 
woodwork on the port side being torn away. 
This proves that both vessels were in motion. 
As the Cimbria was undoubtedly on her proper 
course, steering westward, and the Sultan ran 
into ber port side, it is evident that tne Sultan 
was out of her course; that she bad gone toe 
near Borkum Shoals, and at the time of the col- 
lision was steering northeast. 

THE SULTAN’S CAPTAIN CENSURED. 

Serious charges are made against Capt. Outtil, 
of the Sultan, for his conduct after the collision 
and his neglect to make any efforts to reuder 
assistance to the Umbria, or even to see if the 
Cimbria was in trouble at all. The officers 
of the Cimbria that it the 
Oaptain of the Sultan had taken the trouble to 
act bumanely be might have saved a bundred 
lives. He was only two ships’ lengths away when 
the Cimbria’s officers were clearing their 
boats. The latter saw her lights for a 
short time, and saw a light lowered, 
and believed ber Captain about to send off boats, 
but ina few minutes ber lights disappesred. 
She neither signaled nor answered any guns, 
nor answered the lighta of distress burned by 
the Cimbria. 

THE CAPTAIN’S FAILURE TO REPORT THE 
ACUIDENT. 

The accident took place Saturday morning at 
2 o0’clock. The Sultan arrived in Cuxhaven at 8 
o'clock Saturday morning. He there 
failed to report to any one. But the 
pilot, learning the fact of the coilision, 
reported to the Pilot Commander 
at Cuxhaven, who telegraphed to the Marine 
Inspector at Hamburg. When the Sultan ar- 
rived at Hamburg at 5 o'clock on Saturday aft- 
erncon the managers of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Company sent Inspectors to see the Cup- 
tain, and the latter admitted the collision, and 
said he did not know with what ship, But,“ 
he said, “There ie a quantity of wreckage 
on my bow left by the other vessel. Examine 
N.“ They did so, and immediately, by some 
small enameled plates peculiar to the vessels of 
this line, with inscriptions in three languages, 
they recognized the Cimbria as the unfortunate 
vessel. About the same time the first boat-load 
of rescued were aunounced from Cuxhaven. 

SCENES AFTER THE COLLISION. 

The scenes on board the Uimbria after the 
collision defy description. The passengers, 
many of whom were women and children, woke 
up suddenly and rushed on deck bither and 
titheer, screaming with terror. Men, women, 
and children were mad with fear. Those 
who had secured places had a violent 
struggle to keep the boat from being swamped. 
The siz Indians were driven away by some Sall- 
ors by ax biows on their hands. Capt. Hanson 
stood tili the last moment on the bridge, 
but could have no control over the 
500 terror-stricken human beings beneath him. 
Men, women, and children-whole families 
clung tagether in despair. One young married 
couple preferred to meet death quickly by cut- 
ting each other's veins. The ship's doctor, 
Herr Feigee, some of the stewards, and Steward- 
ess Bauerina, and some officers distributed 
life-saving belts to the last moment, Dut those 
thus provided were not benefited, for most of 
them died from the severe cold. The survivors 
who escaped in boats say that when they rowed 
away the water was covered by dead bodies 
kept up by life belts. Only a few were alive 
when they left, and of these as many were taken 
into the boats as possible. 

HEROIC CONDUCT OF THE OFFICERS. 

Capt. Hansen stood on the bridge till the ship 
sank. The first officer, Kariowa, worked for the 
benetit of the passengers to the last moment. 
Second-Officer Sprutbaoen, with an ax, was cut- 
ting off woodworrk for rafts for the passengers 
while the ship was going under water, 
and after sinking he was picked up by one of 
the boats. The third and fgurth officers were 
also picked up out of the water. 

One thing certain, however, was that there 
never was the slightest chance of saving a third 
of the people on board by means of the 
boats, even bad all been launched, and, great 
and presumably just as is the indignation 
against the Captain of the Sultan, there will 
be a searching inquiry instuted as to the duty of 
the steamship company in providing sufficient 
facilities for escape for every passenger on 
board. 


AN OFFICER’S COWARDICE." 

The Captain of the Sulton says he thought he 
bad done his duty, and that ne remained round 
the spot till daylight, Eren this assertion will 
be questioned, as it is impossible he could have 
done so without picking up many of the bun- 
dreds of people in the water. It is evident 
that be did nothing but think of his 
own safety. About this time there could not 
long bave been any doubt, as the injuries to the 
Sultan were high up and the sea was sot rough. 
What is certain, however, is that the Captain of 
the Sultan neglected to forward the news of the 
disaster at the earliest moment. 

LONDON, Jao. 22.—The Cimbria lies sunk in 
ninety feet of water. Only three of her boats 
were launched before she sank. 

GIVEN UP AS LOST. 

One of .the boats which the crew succeeded in 
launching before the foundering of the steamer 
Cimbria-capsized immediately. It is feared that 
ali the missing passengers of the ill-fated ves- 
sei have been lest. 

STORY OF THE CAPTAIN OF THE SULTAN. 

The Captain of a steamer which bas arrived 
in the Humber from Hamburg makes the fol- 
lowing statement at the request o: the Captain 
of the steamer Sultan: The Sultan had made 
ao unusually rapia passage, aud sighted Borkum 
Light between | and 2 Saturday morning. The 
weather was bazy, and soon ufter became very 
fogxy. The engines were eased to dead sow 
and the stcam-whistie kept soundimg every few 
seconds, The Captain and chief officer were on 
the bridge, and twenty-three bands were look- 
ing out forward. Suddenly the wreen light and 
masthead of a steamer two points off the star- 
board were sighted, and the Captain of the Sul- 
tan thought the approaching steamer would 
keep her course and go clear. It was noticed, 
however, that she suddenly ported and came 
around rapidly. It was too late to do 
anything but stop and reverse, which was donc. 
bby the time the engines bad revolved once the 
Captain noticed the otber steamer's port light 
coming rapidly towards the Sultan. The next 
instant, with the great way she had on, she 
caught the Sultan’s bowsprit on ber port fore- 
rigving, taking her right around. There was 
great consternation op board the Sultan. as it 
was feared a so much larger vessel would sink 
her. The Sulten’s crew bailed the Cimbria to 
stand by, but no reply was received. The ves- 
sels parted in the fog, and a few seconds later 
the mate of the Sultan saw the Cimbria coming 
up on the other side. He called to the German 
master to go fullapeed astern. This was done, 
and the Cimbria again crossed the Sultan's bows

A TERGIBLE MOMENT, 

The survivors describe the moment of sinking 
as a terrible one. The air was lied with the 
cries of the drowning hundreds. who remained 
Hoating a short time until benumbed by the icy 
water. ina few minutes all was over. :

EXPERIENCES OF SOME OF THE RESCUED. 

The Diamant, one of the steamers sent in 
search of the missing passengers and crew of 
the Cimbria, arrived this afternoon with six- 
teen passengers anda fireman of the ill-fated 
vessel. The rescued passengers state that, after 
having left the Cimbria sinking, their boat was 
capsized, and they sought refuge in some rig- 
ging of the Cimbria still above water. They re- 
mained in this position ten hours, freezing from 
cold, and expecting every minute to be their 
last until, they were rescued by a boat 
from the Diamant. Many of those who were in 
the boat when it left the Cimbria were drowned 
upon capsizing, and many others, after reaching 
the rigging, were obliged to release their hold 
and were drowned. 

HEARTRENDING SCENES. 

The survivors describe the scene as horrible 
and heartrending. All of them praise in the 
highest terms the conduct of the Captain and 
crew of the Cimbria, who never moved from 
their posts, and did everything ig the power of 
man to save life, until they themselves were in- 
gulfed in the waves. 

The rescued passengers affirm that while they 
were in the rigging the lights of the Sultan were 
clearly visible, and that their cries for help must 
have been heard on board the Sultan, whiob, in- 
stead of coming to their rescue, steamed away. 
Most of the survivors present a miserable ap- 
pearance, having lost everything. Since landing 
bere everything possible bas been done for 
them. Some have been sent back to their homes, 
and the remaioder will continne their voyage 
Wednesday. 

BRAVERY OF THE OFFICERS. 

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—According to accounts pub- 
lished here, women and ecbildren on hoard the 
Cimbria were placed first in the boats. Boats 
Nos. I and 7 got off clear, but No. 5 was so over- 
crowded it capsized. The first officer held burn- 
ing torches while the passengers were entering 
the boats. He was drowned.” The third and 
fourth officers and second engineer were saved. 

THE SULTAN SEIZED BY THE POLICE. 

The steamer Sultan bas been seized by the po- 
lice. Her Captain asserts that be waited at the 
gone of the disaster for twelve hours after the 
collision. 

ONLY THREE WOMEN SAVED 

Of the women on board the Cimbria only 
three Were saved. One was a young Polish girl 
who was on her way to join her parents in 
America with her aunt, who was drowned be- 
fore her eyes. Another girl saved herseif by 
holding fast to tne edge of a boat. Sne could 
only bé dragged into it after an hour and a half s 
immersion. 

Up to the last moment the survivors endeav- 
ored to rescue all they could, but, as silence 
came on, they found no more alive, but only met 
occasionally with bodies of the drowned. 

THE BOATS. 

Of eights boats of the Cimbria only four could 
be lowered. 

MISSING, 

Christian Bohm and Joseph Gusts, Americans, 
are missing. The rising young German writer, 
Leo Habermann, of Vienna, well known for bis 
excellent descriptions of Russian life, and the 
sisters Romnes, professional singers and well 
known as the Suabian nightmgales,” who had 
recently been performing in Berlin, perished. 

BERLIN’S 1088. 

The Borsen Courier says Berlin suffered severe- 
ly by the disaster. Six families lost their bread- 
winners. Subseriptions bave been opened for 
the benefit of the sufferers. A majority of the 
passengers, however, were poor Prussian, Hun- 
garian, and Russian peasants. There were also 
on board fourteen Freach sailors, who had only 
taken passage at Havre. 

One of the survivors insists that the Captain 
of the Sultan made off in the fog immediately 
after the collision. not waiting even a quarter of 
an hour near the scene. 

IMPLORING AID IN VAIN, 

vun, Jan. &.—There were seventy-two 
Austrians and Hungarians on beard the Cim- 
bria. An eye-witness of the disaster states that 
on all sides were meu, women, and children 
wildly imploring aid. 

NO TRACE OF SURVIVORS OR BODIES. 

New York, Jan. 2%—The agents of the 
steamer (Cimbria received the followmg dis- 
patch this morning from the Hamburg agents of 
tne Hamburg-American Steamship Company: 

HAMBURG, Jan, 22.—Oursteamer Hauser bas 
returned from a cruise to where the Cimbria 
was lost recentiy. The Hauser saw the wreck 
of the Cimbria five miles northeast of Borkum 
Lightship, bead to the northwest, and topsail- 
yards above water. Saw no traces of survivors 
or ies, although the weather was clear. In- 
quired at Borkum Lightship, but nothing was 
known there about any boats or persons saved.

FORESTS. 

Mr. Ingalls added to his argument against the 
tariff on jumper the very strong point that free 
lamber will do something to prevent the de- 
struction of our forests, which is one of the 
greatest dangers, he thought, that threatens the 
agricultural communities. Mr. Ingalis moved 
then to strike out from the bill and put 
upon tne free list all classes of lumber except 
those which are especially the product of Ameri- 
can skilied labor. After six hours’ debate his 
motion was successful.

FORESTRY. 


Mr. McDill thought Mr. Van Wyck's proposi- 
tion too sweeping, but be was at a loss to under- 
stand the course of the Tariff Commission and 
Finance Committee in not proposing a reduc- 
tion of the duty on lumber. He did not know 
how he could go home and teil his people he 
had voted to reduce taxation ou every article ex- 
cept lumber and perhaps barb- wire—two articles 
used by them very extensively—and he ap- 
penlod to his friends ou both sides to give the 
people a little reduction on this, as well as on 
other things. To this end, be offered an amend- 
ment reducing 10 per cent the duty on the 
rougher articies of lumber in the schedule. 

Mr. Bayard thought there was a striking in- 
cousistency in keeping upon the statute- book a 
law offering a bonus for the cultivadon of tim- 
ber and at the same time keeping out foreign 
timber by aduty. The preservation of our re- 


| inaining forests was a matter of great National 
importance. He had been informed by a gen- 


tleman familiar with the region about the bead 
waters of the Missouri and Mississippi and their 
alfiuents (Bierstadt, the artist) that there was 
great danger of the destruction of the forests 
there unless prompt measures were taken for 
their preservation. 

Mr. Iuxulls said the statistics of the timber and 
wood consumption of this country were very in- 
teresting. More than 32,967,000 of our people still 
used wood as fuel, and the amount so consumed 
last year was worth more than $300,000,000. Our 
annual consumption of wood was estimated to 
require a product of 5,000,000 square miles of 
heavily timbered land, and even on the most 
liberal estimate the supply probably would not 
last longer than tifteen years. The argument 
that the duty on forgign lumber was required 
tor the protection of American labor was some- 
what attenuated by the fact shown by statistics,

| iu that occupation was less than 75 cents a day. 


If he considered only the interest of the peopie 
State de would hesitate to vote 
for the reduction proposed by the Senator

MR. PLUMB’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Plumb said bis vote upon the Tariff bill 
would be given on the theory of protection, but 
he did not understand that the wagers had any 
application to the major portion of this sched- 
ule. It was not a question of how much protec- 
tion should be given to American capital or 
American labor engaged in the production of 
lumber. ‘The real question was how much 
sbould be addedto the enormous fortunes al- 
ready made by the owners of the pine lands of 
this country. The argument of the Senator 
from Michigan (Conger) Saturday that the farm- 
ers of the West ought to favor protection for 
manufactures because their own products, 
wheat, etc., were protected, was delusive. The 
protection given to wheat by the tariff 
amounted to notbing. In dealing with this 
whole question of a readjustment of the tariff 
the Senators should remember we are en- 
tering upon a new order of things in 
this country—that we are on the threshold 
of a day of smali economies and of comparative- 
ly smail returns upon capital.

PORTERFIELD SCRIP. 


ONE MORE ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE LAKE 
SHORE- HAS FAILED. 
Wasmrdrox, D. C., Jan. 22.~—[Special.]—Seo- 
retary Teller bas decided adversely to the appli- 
cation to locate the Porterfield scrip upon the 
Lake-Front. The ground of bis decision is based 
on the following extract from bis opinion: 
It is not claimed that the tract in question was 
“ public land surveyed’ within the meant of 
the act authorizing Portertield scrip unless it 
became such by virtue of the Tuaicott survey. 
The history of that survey and the law appiica- 
bie to it satisfy me that it cannot be maintained 
as a valid existing survey at the time of applica- 
tion to locate the scrip in question.

27, 1882,*re- 
jecting the application of the appellant to tocate 
Porterfield warrant No. 18, on a certain tract of 
land in the City of Chicago, described as an ad- 
dition tothe fractional Sec. 10, Township 39, 
North Range 11. East, as surveyed by Edward B. 
Talcott, in 1836, and bounded north by the south 
pier of the improvement of the Chicago 
barbor, ns showu by plat of 
sald survey, west by a fraction of 
said Sec. 10, as surveyed in 1821. lying south 
of Chicago River, south by the line between 
Secs. 10 and 15, extended east four chainsgand 
seventy-fuur Hanks from the corner established 
in 1821, and seventeen chains and thirty links 
east of the corner to Secs. 9, 10, 15, and 16, and 
east by the shore of Lake Michigan, as defined 
by Deputy-Surveyor Tulcott in his said survey, 
containing 26 15-100 acres of land. The Porter- 
field scrip under which appeliant seeks to bold 
the land in question may be located on 
any of the public lands which dave 
been or may be surveyed, and which bas not 
been otherwise appropriated at the time of such 
location within any of the States or Territories 
of the United States, where the minimum price 
shail not exceed the sum of $1.2 ver acre, to be 
selected and located in conformity with tne 
legal subdivisions of such surveys. (12, stat., 800.) 
Tbe price of land in question has n the sub- 
ject of consideration by this department, and 
some of the questions are identical with those 
heretofore fully examined in the case of the ap- 
plication of Brittau et al. to locate Valentine 
scrip, decided by my predecessor Feb. 28, 1879. It 
is necessarily conceded that the Porterficid scrip 
can be located only on public land of the United 
States not otherwise appropriated, which bad 
been surveyed at the time of application to lo- 
cate. As u matter of fact, the land in question 
bad been surveyed at the time application ia 
this case was made. Such a survey was made in 
1839, and is known as the Talcott survey. The 
method of the survey and the question whether 
it was illegal because of the particu- 
lar manner in which it was made 
have been discussed at considerable 
length by counsel for the respective parties. 
The act of 1816, under authority of which the 
Talcott survey was made, refers for the manner 
of dividing the lands to the act ot May 18, 1796, 
relating to sale of lands northwest of the river. 
This question, as I regarded it, is subordinate to 
the question wuetber your office, under the act 
of 1812 establisbing it, had the power to super- 
vise the surveys of the officer appointed under 
the act of 1816 to survey land iu the Territories 
of Missouri and iilinois, for if your office baa 
such autbority, and rejected the survey of 
the tract in question, it wouid not at this day 
be competent for this department to review the 
grounds upon which the Commissioner then 
acted.

The question 
whether the lands had been surveyed was not 
material in that case, except as proving or tend- 
ing to prove the existence of the land and iden- 
tifying it as the tract attempted to be located by 
the Valentine scrip. It was proper, therefore, 
in the present case to consider fully the ques- 
tion whether the tract in controversy was sur- 
veyed public land at the time of ap- 
ication to locate the Porterfield scrip.

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THE NAVAL BILL. 
TENDENCY OF THE DEMOCRATS TO DELAY 
BUSINESS, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 22.—[Specia}.}—Al- 
though, as near as can be learned, there was no 
concert of action among the Democrats, their 
course today in regard to the Navai bill was 
such as to raise a strong suspicion that many of 
them are determined to postpone as long as 
they can the taking up of the Tariff bill. After 
an hour of general debate, the Naval bill was 
taken up by sections for amendment, and the 
remainder of the day was consumed on thirty- 
five lines, the consideration of which was not 
completed when the House adjourned at a late 
hour. The bili contains % lines, and many of 
ita provisions are ja the nature of new levisia- 
tion, which will provoke discussion. At the rate 
of progress made today, the bill will not get 
through the House before the end of this week. 
Its friends, however, hove to on faster to- 
morrow, and have the bill through by Wednes- 

day night. 


THE DAY’S DEBATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—The House went 
into Committee of the Whole on the Naval Ap- 
preerignan bill, Mr. Page, of California, ia the 
chair. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, in a speech, opposed 
the clause for the sclection of officers to be pro- 
moted to the grade of Rear-Admisal by a 
board itself selected by the Secretary of the 
Navy. He bad seen an Electoral Commission 
divided by party lines; be had seen a First As- 
sistant of the Postmaster-General cboosing not 
the best men, but Repubiicana, to fill positions; 
be had seen a President permitting the extor- 
tion ot contributions from the bard earn- 
ings of poor clerks for corrupt purposes; 
and a Secretary of the avy might 
be influenced in promotion by che politival com- 
piexion of tne applicants. This provision would 
drag down the personnel of the navy into the 
mire of politics, and he was in favor of placing 
the officers of the army and navy beyond the 
reach of any political influence. 

The bill was read by sectioas for amendment. 

MR. KNOTT’S AMENDMENTS. 

Mr. Knott, of Kentucky, offered an amendment 
changing the titie and grade of midshipman to 
that of cusign, and providmwg that midsbipmen 
now in the list shall constitute the junior grade of 
ensigns. Adopted. Also au amendment chang- 
ing the title and grade of master to that of Lieu- 
tenant, and providing that masters now on the 
list shall constitute a4 junior grade of Lieuten- 
ants. Adopted. 

Mr. Thomas, of Illinois, offered an amendment 
providing that the eight chiefs of bureaus sball 
receive no additional rank ot pay above their 
regular rank or relative rank ia the line or 
stan of the navy. Agreed to—86 to &. 

Mr. Knott offered an amendment providing 
that the officers of the Medical, Pay, and Eu- 
gineer Corps, except those bolding the grade of 
Lieutenant, sbali receive the same pay as is now 
nllowed by law under similar circumstances to 
olficers of the line with whom sen officers hold 
relative rank. Mr. Knott advocated the amend- 
ment as a matter of simpie justice to the line 
ollicers, and a saving of $100,000 a year to the 
Goverument. 

Atter a long discussion upon a point of order 
the amendment was ruled in order. 

Mr. Knott said no line officer had asked bim to 
take any of the steps which he proposed to take 
in regardto the pending bill, but probably it 
would not be a vioiation of confidence to say he 
had been appoaled to by staff officers not to cut 
down their pay. He proposed the amendment 
in good faith, as being demanded by the best 
interests of the country ana as being called for 
by tue all-prevalent cry for retrenchment and 
eccnomy. 

Mr. Thomas, of Illinois, favored the aménd- 
ment. it was au outrage that men who were 
appointed to assist the commander of a ship in 
discharging bis duties should receive higber pay 
than that commander. There was no justifica- 
tion for it. and the amendment was u step in the 
rigut direction, Whether it was a fight between 
line and staff or not, it Wasathing which ought 
to be done, and it was a burning shame to the 
American Congress that it dad not been done 
long ago. The amendment was lost—68 to &. 


PAY MASTERS, 


Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, offered an amendment 
providimg that no further original appointment 
of Paymasterof the Navy shall be made, but 
when vacancies occur the officers of the line 
shall be detailed to perform the duties of Pay- 
master without extra pay. 

Mr. Hepburnyof Iowa, offered asa substitute 
a proviso that every officer in charge of a vessel 
or navy-yard belonging to the United States 
shail be detailed by the Secretary of the Navy to 
puy the otficers aud men under bis command, 
and that, after the 30th of June, 1883, all pay- 
directors, pay-inspectors, and paymasters shall 
be mustered out of the service with full pay tor 
one year. 

Mr. Knott also offered a substitute prohibiting 
further promotions to auy grade of the Pay 
Corps, but whenever a vacancy shail occur in 
any grade a suitable officer shall be detailed 
from the line to discharge the duties thereof. 

Mr. Robeson opposed Mr. Knott's proviso, gave 
a statement of the duties devolving on the Pay 
Corps, and declared that the inexperienced line 
officer detailed to perform those duties would 
find himseif in the clutches ot the law, with his 
bond forfeited, in a very short time. 

Mr, Knott said the duties of Paymaster were 
nothing more than any corner grocer was com- 
petentto perform. Any $1,000 clerk in Govern- 
ineut employ not capable of performing tbose 


duties ought to be drummed out ot the service 


for incompetency. If it were true that line offi- 
cers of the navy, educated at vast expense, had 
not got sense enough to buy what a ship needed 
and count the*money which ca ae into their bands 
they were unworthy of the service and ought to 
be put out of the service. 

MR. ROBESON, 

Pending further discussion, and without com- 
pleting consideration’ of the first paragraph of 
tbe bill, the committee rose. 

Mr. Robeson moved that when the House next 
go into Committee of the Whole on the Naval 
bill all debate on the paragraph and pendmy 
amendments be limited to fifteen minutes. The 
vote resulted: Yeas 75; nays 36. 

Mr. Robeson then, saying it seemed evident 
the gentiemen on the other side desired to 
filibuster in order to delay the business of the 
session, moved that the Ho urn.

THE TARIFF COMMISSIONERS. 

The inside history of the Tariff Commis- 
sion iscoming out from day to day. It was 
believed from the first that the commission 
was packed in the interest of monopoly. It 
was known that two of the Commissioners 
represented the woolen interests, one the iron 
and steel interests, one the sugar interests, 
one—Mr. Kelley—-ultra protection and a high 
tariff generally. When a letter was pub- 
lished some months ago from Mr. Robert P. 
Porter to the publisher of a subsidized “ pro- 
tection newspaper in Chicago, it was sus- 
pected that the commission, instead of gather- 
ing information impartially as it traveled 
through the country, was really engaged in 
drumming up onesided testimony to 
“boom” in favor of a high tariff. This theory 
has been confirmed by additional letters 
which were written during the existence of 
the commission by both Porter and Kenner. 

Duncan F. Kenner is a sugar-planter and 
an officer of the Louisiana Sugar-Planters’ 
Association. He was placed upon the com- 
mission to protect“ the sugar interests. He 
understood the purpose of his appointment, 
‘and worked faithfully against the public 
welfare. Letters which have recently been 
made public show that he was constantly 
pulling-wires to assure the retention of the, 
outrageous sugar tax. His object was to 
continue a tax of $45,000,000 on the people in 
order to enable a handful of planters in 
Louisiana to obtain a bounty of four or five 
millions a year. To this end be was anxious 
to bring out influence enough to justify the 
commission for taking this step. He was in 
correspondence with various representatives 
of dear sugar in different parts of the coun- 
try. In one of his letters he said: ** You will 
readily see that I cannot very wel, be an 
advocate where I am called upon to be 
a judge.“ Yet this is precisely what Kenner 
was—not openly, but secretly and fraudu- 
lently. He was writing to a Buffalo manu- 
facturer, a Massachusetts man who was 
friendly to the monopoly, and indirectly to 
New Orleans newspapers, all with the com- 
mon purpose of working up an influence 
in behalf of the high sugar tax. The sen- 
tence we have quoted from one of his let- 
ters shows he was fully aware of the illegal, 
dishonorable, and unprincipled part he was 
playing. It was the consciousness of this 
disgraceful fact which led him to conceal, 
as faras possible, a public and active advo- 
eacy of the robbery with which he is person- 
aliy identified, but most people wil) agree 
that the underhand course he pursued was 
much more disgraceful. 

Mr. Porter was proxy for Pig-Iron Kelley 
on the commission. His letters to Kelley 
attest that he was working to secure har- 
mony among the Commissionersin favor of 
maintaining ultra and excessive duties, and 
he was able to report to his principal at last 
that “there was an evident desire on the 
part of the Commissioners to take matters 
into their own hands and push them 
through.“ His letters to the publisher of 


that he was encouraging the manufacturers 
and their representatives every where to come 
forward, and either crowd out or overwhelin 
any persons who might volunteer to speak 
in behalf of the people. He was doing the 
work for which he received his appointment, 
and reported from time to time to Pig-lron 
Kelley just as if the latter had made up the 
commission, and without taking any notice 
of the Government which appointed it or the 
people in whose interest it was ostensibly 
created. 

It may be that the other members of this 
packed commission, or some of them, were 
more discreet than Messrs. Porter and 
Kenner, but it is probable that an exposition 
of their private correspondence would reveal 
the same disgraceful seutiments and the 
same efforts conveyed in the letters written 
by Porter und Kenner. The results justify 
this inference. The report, which was sub- 
statitially unanimous, was a fraud. It prom- 
ised in its preface a reduction of tariff duties 
to the extent of 15 to 25 per cent, and was re- 
ceived by the public as the herald of glad 
tidings: but subsequent exainination of the 
schedule it submitted showed that the reduc- 
tions were made where they would not in- 
jure the profits of the monopoly classes, and 
that the bounties exacted from the people 
were retained for the most part, and in- 
creased in quite a number. The aim of the 
commission from the first was to boom 
the ultra protection policy of uncenstitation- 
ul taxation, just as Porter put the case in one 
of his letters. The packed commission was 
faithful to the class interests it represented, 
but never was a public trust more flagrantly 


betrayed.

A MONTH OF HORRORS. 

Three weeks oi the new year have elapsed, 
and there have literally been three weeks 
crammed full of horrors. On the 2d a flat- 
boat sunk on one of the North Carolina 
rivers, drowumg eighteen convicts, and a 
similar accident in Germaay drowned thirty- 
five persons, while by the floods in Germany 
and Hungary, about the same time, no less 
than 149 persons perished. On the 6th the 
fine steamer City of Brussels, of the Inman 
Line, was sunk by a collision in the harbor 
of Liverpool and twelve lives were lost, and 
on the 9th the ship British Empire was 
burned at sea and sixteen perished. On the 
next day, by the explosion of a mine at 
Coulterville, in this State, ten were killed. 
On the 10th occurred the dreadful disaster 
in Milwaukee, occasioned by the burning of 
the Newhalit House, by which at least eighty 
persons needlesly perished. Four days later 
a still more terrible calamity occurred 
in the burning of the circus at Ber- 
ditchéff. in Poland, when 2S persons 
were roasted in the flames. On the 
loth a gunpowder factory at Meriden, 
in Holland, exploded with terrifie force, un- 
roofing almost every house in the village, 
breaking glass eight miles away in Amster- 
dam, and killing forty persons. Day before 
yesterday came the news of the dreadful dis- 
aster on the Southern Pacifie Road, near Te- 
hachapi, which resulted in the death of 
twenty persons. and the awful horror in the 
Gerinan Ocean. How many lives were lost 
by the sinking of the Cimbria is not yet 
known to a certainty, but it is probable that 
over 400 persons were drowned. Itadds to the 
horror of this disaster that the victims were 
Germans, on their way to this country, who 
had saved up enough from their scanty earn- 
ings to. seek a home in the New World and try 
to better their fortunes. The last horror to be 
noted is the powder explosion at Point Cle- 
ment, Cal., by which thirty Chinamen were 
killed. 

The rapid succession of these disasters 
seems to confirm the old saying that great 
calamities occur in cycles. In some of them 
it is clear enough that they might have been 
avoided by the exercise of ordinary care. 
Others could not have been avoided by any 
precautions. And yet at the same time it is 
not creditable to the race that such terrible 
disasters on land and sea should follow each 
other so rapidly. In the progress of civiliza- 
tion and the increase of the methods of en- 
joyment, as well as of the demands of busi- 
ness and daily life, su it allowance is 
not made for the iucre f the dangers that 
menace human life.

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NEVER TOO LATE TO AMEND. 

As to the Tariff bill proposed by Fiatist 
Kelley, Congressman Farwell, of Lllinois, 
said to a correspqndent of the New York 
Tribune, according to the report of that pa- 
per, after the Republican caucus: 

We are very liberal ou these questions and are 
willing to accept anything that is fair, but some 
of the things the Ways and Means Committee 
usk us to consent to are uot fair. For example. 
there is steel in the form of blooms out of which 
our wire fencing is made; they have added one- 
half aceata pound to that. Now our Legisiature 
instructed us by an almost unanimous vote to 
oppose the McKinley bill, which contained the 
sume proposition. We shall insist on our rigdt 
to offer and vote for amendments, and we snail 
in the end probably vote fur the bill if we can. 


Mr. Farwellisashrewd enough politician 
to know that no Western Congressman can 
live, politically, one day after he has voted 
fora bill that overtaxes every rod of wire- 
fencing, and every plow, reaper, and har- 
vester, for the benefit of a Pittsburg syndi- 
cate of steel manufacturers. Getting on the 
fence isa frequent resource of politicians, 
but a barb-wire fence, after the tax had been 
doubled, would offer no refuge for any 
prairie statesman. Mr. Farwell’s pian of 
offering amendments will make him a record 
that he will find exceedingly serviceable. 
Besides resisting the tax on steel, it is to be 
hoped he will offer an amendment for the 
repeal of the tax on tin-plate, which makes 
every farmer’s roof dearer, and prevents the 
Chicago tin manufacturers from becom- 
ing exporters of tinware and the Chica 
go packer from competing on equal 
terms with the “pauper” packers of Eu- 
rope. Earthenware, pottery, type, window- 
glass, lead, blankets, woolens, salt, are a 
tew of the artistes in universal use in Lili- 
nois which are subjeeted by the Ways and 
Means bill to outrageous taxes, which the 
people of this State ex pect their Representa- 
tives to have taken off. Messrs. Aldrich and 
Davis, the whole Lilinois delegation, and the 
Congressional Representatives of every 
Northwestern State will be called to strict 
account if they fail to secure relief from 
these unwarranted taxes, imposed in the 
name of the Government for the benefit of 
individuals. 

Mr. De Pauw, the Indiana manufacturer 
of Klass, has benigniy informed the Ways 
and Means Committee that he is entirely 
sutistied with the duty of 80 per cent on win- 
dow-glass. If Mr. De Pauw is satisfied, the 
Western people who use window-giass are 
most emphativally not satisfied. They re- 
gard the use of the revenue powers of the 
Governuient to increase his manufacturing 
profits as unconstitutional and outrageous. 
Any Western Representative who farms out 
the Western farmers to these wire, steel, 
lead, woolen, salt, pottery, tin monopoly-tax 
tillers will have cause to regard the next 
election as a very cold day. He will get left 
at home. 

Chairman Kelley, of the Ways and Means 
Committee, who will attempt to force Mr, 
Farwell and other Republicans to vote for 
these pocket taxes, is not a Republican. He 
stumped the State of Ohio to defeat the Re- 
pobiiean party and the resumption of specie 
payments. All that his ferruginous voice 
could do was done to defeat the measure on 
which, above ail others since the emancipa- 
tion of the slaves, the renown of the Repub- 
lican party and the prosperity of the country 
rest. What sort of a leader is this for Re- 
publicans to follow? When they follow Kel- 
ley they follow Randall. Putting aside the 
question of free trade or protection, no Re-

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THE PENNSYLVANIA COLD WAVE. 


Manitoba makes cold waves naturaliy;' 


Pennsylvania produces them artificially. 
Manitoba has just put our thermometers 
down. Pennsylvania reciprocates by putting 
coal up. Dispatches from the West on Monday 
morning told of the coidest weather known 
for nineteen years, and a dispatch of the 
same date by a felicitous coincidence brought 
the glad tidings from Philadelphia that coal 
had risen in price. What makes the Mani- 
toba waves none of the Canadian weather- 
prophets have found out. The Pennsylvania 
wave is the joint product of a Wall street 
combination and of the protective (sic) 
tarill. 

An application is at this moment pending 
before the courts of Pennsylvania to take the 
Reading Road out of the hands of the Ke 
ceiyers Who have had charge of it ever since 
its failure in May, 1880. This company’s at- 
fairs are a fair specimen of the inflated 
financiering which has overlaid the carbon- 
iferous measures of Pennsylvania with de- 
posits of moftgages, primary, secondary, 
tertiary, even quaternary—the whole flooded 
with worthless watered stock. Its capital is 
$32,726,375. Its debt, including the capital 
and debt of the leased companies, was stated 
by President Gowen in 1881 to be $149,000,000, 
Its operations resulted in a deficit of $1,814,415 
in 1875; $3,080,246 in 1876: $2,642,486 in 1877; 
$3,418,110 in 1878; $3,608,754 in 1879; $2,047,734 
in 1880; and $777,743 in 1881. This rotten 
concern is a member of the coal combination, 
and with the others is trying to keep up an 
artificial price for warmth in order that the 
bondholders may get interest on money they 
never invested and stockholders may freeze 
out of chilled human blood dividends on 
fictitious stock. 

Meanwhile, workingmen thrown out of 
employment by the protected iron and steel 
mills of Chicago and other places, having 
spent their last cent, unable to make any 
further contributions to the coal, or salt, or 
blanket satraps out of wages or savings, 
send their wives and children to the County 
Agents to beg. They are the fellaheen of 
the Pennsylvania coal bondholders, 

In the middie of the hardest winter for 
many years it is announced in New York by 
the combination that the restriction of mining 
“will be continued until the supply is re- 
Alueed to the demand.” The people in the 
Atlantic States have a natural source of sup- 
ply in the coal-fields of Nova Scotia. They 
are forbidden by the tariff to resort to it. 
Our anthracite field is being mined in a slov- 
enly and wasteful way, which, according to 
the calculations of the cen4us-experts, will 
exhaust it in less than 150 years even if the 
output is not inereased, as it certainly will 
be. It rose from 14,596,257 tons in 1870 to 
27,458,329 tons in 1880. The pressure of their 
financial liabilities leads the coal bondhold- 
ers to hurry through the veins, cufting out 
the heart, and leaving a vast amou f coal 
which when the mines are abandoned can 
never be reached again. A Pittsburg man 
states that $4,000,000 worth of coal is lost in 
that vicinity alone every year by improper 
mining. 

Every one knows that the coal combina- 
tion grinds the faces of the poor to whom it 
sells and the poor whom it employs. Since 
i870 the number of tons raised yearly per 
man has increased from 320.5 tons to 44.4— 
a gain of over 41 per cent. The product has 
inereased over 75 per cent; 
creased 5.25 per cent, but the total amount 
of wages paid has decreased in the ten years 
$1,218,120. The companies paid their men 
more than a million and a quarter dollars 
less to mine 27,433,329 tons in 1880 than to 
mine 15,597,259 in 1870, 

The figures of the census confirm the state- 
ments lately made by Tue TRIBUNE as to 
the cost of mining the coal for which the 
Chicago buyer is compelled to pay $7.75 a 
ton. The average value of the merchantable 
product of 1880—delivered ready for trans- 
portation—is put by the census at 81.7 a 
ton. This includes royalties and all other 
items up to the moment the coal begins its 
journey to Chicago. The difference between 
this and the retail price goes for transporta- 
tion and middlemen's profits. This margin 
on the coal that comes to Chicago amounts 
to more than $6.2 

When the Chicago dealers were inter- 
viewed by our reporters a fortnight ago 
they made it evident that they were not the 
ones who were pocketing the dollar or more 
of extortion that is taken out of the pocket of 
every consumer of aton of coal. The price 
at which they are to ell is fixed for them 
by the agents of the combination. The coal 
retailer is in consequence being rapidly 
forced into the position in which the match 
monopoly has driven the retailers of matches. 
The price he must pay the monopoly and the 
price he can recover from the public are 
being brought so close together as to leave to 
him hardly breathing-room. The monopoly 
fixes the price for both the retailer and the 
public, and it is needless to remark does not 
keep the skim-milk of the business for its 
share. 

By the help of the tariff and the Wall street 
facilities for cornering Pennsylvania has 
added the manufacture of cold waves to her 
other protectionist”” industries. Bargains 
for coal, like bargains for oil, salt, matches, 
starch, telegrams, and railroad tickets, have 
been removed from the region of the free 
exchange where it takes two to make a bar- 
gain. How much of our day’s labor shall be 
appropriated for the purchase of. the day’s 
coal is fixed for us, not by us. To that ex- 
tent our labor is not free labor. It is slave 
labor. The scandal of companies chartered 
by the public combining against the public 
to swindle it into paying a tax for interest 
on hundreds of millions of bonded debt 
which has no equitable existence must be 
brought toanend, The Reading is not the 
only company whose chartered rights ought 
to be forteited for violation of their public 
duties, and whose actual assets should by 
compulsion be capitalized at their real value 
or sold for the benefit of whom it may con- 
cern. Itwill be necessary for the General 
Government at no distant day to attack this 
gigantic evil under its power to regulate 
commerce between the States.

Tun following paragraph about cold win- 
tors bas occasionally gone the rounds of the 
press for a period extending beyond the mem- 
ory of the oldest inhabitant. There couid bea 


no more appropriate time than the present for 


giving it a new lease of vitality: 

The following statistics of the good old win- 
ters are curious: In 408 the Black Sea was en- 
tirely frozen over. In 761 not oniy the Black 
Sea, but the Straits of the Dardenelles, were 
frozen over; the snow in some places rose 
tifty feet high. In 822 the great rivers of Ku- 
rope—the Danube, Kidde, etc.—were so hard 
frozen as to bear beavy wagons for a mouth. In 
860 the Adriatic was frozen, the crops totally 
faiied, and famive and pestilence closed the 
year. In Ii the Po was trozen from Cremona 
to the sca: the wine-casks were burst, and even 
the trees split N 
im mouse noise. 
to the bottom. and — 1. long in that state. 
In 13% the crops peeve ailed in Germany; 
wheat, which some years 2 sold in Eugtand 
at 6s the quarter, rose to £2. In 1339 the crops 
failed in tland, and such a famine ensued 
that the poor were ot ta Sy» to foed on grass, and 
many perished miserably in the fields. The suc- 
ceseive winters of 1 A were uncommonly 
severe; it once snowed — = 8 witbout inter- 
rupt tion. In 468 the wine buted to the sol- 
diers in Flanders was cut — hatchets. In 1684 
the winter was excessively cold: must of the hol- 
lies were killed: coaebes drove along the Thames, 
the tice of which was eleven inches thick. In 1700 
occurred (he ootd winter; the frosts penetrated 
three yards into the ground. Ip 1715 booths were 
erected and fairs beid on the Thames. In 1744 and 
1745 the strongest ale in England, exposed to the 
air, was covered in less than fifteen minutes 
with ice an eighth of an 4 thick. In 1808, and 
agaio in 1812, the winters were remarkably cold. 
In 1814 there wae a fair on the frozen Thames. 
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On the first din of this year the relations of 
husband and wife in England underwent a com- 
piete change. The Married Woman's Property 
act of 1882 is the last in a series of legislation en- 
tirely superseding the old common-iaw rule that 
the rights of a wite are merged in her husband. 
The result is that there are four classes of mar- 
ried women in England having distinct rights 
and liabilities. First, those married before Aug. 
¥, 1870, are entitled to their wages and earnings 
and to any property the title to which accrues as 
from today. But their busbands are liable for 
their debts before and after marriage. Those 
married between 1870 and 1874 are entitied in 
addition to the above to all sums coming to 
them as nextof kin under intestary,to sums 
coming by will or deed up to $1,000, and to rents 
of freehboids descending to them as beiresses. 
Husbands of these women are not bie for 
debts contracted before marriage. Women 
married between 1874 and 1583 can make their 
busbands liable for debts Only to the extent of 
the assets which the latter have received from 
their wives. Women married after Jan. 1 of 
this veur may acq uire, hold, and dispose of real 
estate and personal property in the same man- 
ner as if unmarried, without the interventidh of 
trustees. A wife may now sue ber husband, 
prosecute him criminaliy, ana even make him a 
bankrupt. It remains to be seen whether or pot 
this chaoge in the law will increase the business 
of the divorce courts.

THE CABLE-KING. 
LATE MOVES OF MR. FENDER. 

New Yours, Jan. 22.—[Special.j)—Mr. John 
Pender, the autocrat of the submarine cable 
world, who was so earnestly solicited by the 
Western Union Company to accept a seat in its 
Beard of Directors at the time of his visit to this 
country last fall, bas at last determined to do 
so. His acceptance of the position was an- 
nounced here today. When the tender of the 
honor was made to Mr. Pender by his friends of 
the Gould monopoly he felt constrained to de- 
cline provisionally, and he went back 
to England to consider the matter and 
make arrangements. It was very well 
known that Mr. Pender was anxious to accept, 
but at that time there was a new scheme ou foot 
for the laying of another cable that should act 
as an independent rival of the povied lines 
which had been grouped together under the im- 
mediate direction of the American land line 
that seeks to control che entire telegraphic in- 
terests of the continent. 

PRELIMINARY, 


Mr. Pender distinetiy told the Western Union 
people that his interests lay more closely with 
the cable than with the American shore line, 
and that so long as these were threatened by a 
rival in che shape of the projected Garrett- Ben- 
nett enterprise it would be mucb better for bim 
to give his attention for the time being to the 
deteat of the new scheme. After that he would 
consider the proffer of a voice in the direction 
of nis Americau land ally. If he could succeed 
in rye ye | the companies already in the feld tu- 
tact and itited ina mutual pooling interest, 
and thus trguten of any contempinted cabie 
that might be under way, he would be at liber- 
ty to entertain other propostuons. Tuat be has 
done this is very evident. The result of the la- 
bors of Mr. Pender since his return bome is 
now apparent in the practical divorcement of 
the direct and the French cables trom the for- 
mer pool and their iadependeut working. This 
at once vstablisbes, to all intents and purposes, 
competitive lines, but it is not understood chat 
there will be any Chatye made in the soliedule 
of rates. 

REASONS. 

The movement is made for the apparent pur- 
pose of check mating the proposed Garrett line, 
which, it is claimed, will sor tind now that chief 
reason for its construction that heretofore ex- 
isted—the self-evident monopoly and unity of 
interests on the part ot the Cable and Western 
Union Companies.

STATEMENT REGARDING THE MYSTERIOUS 
BOXES, 


New Yor«, Jan. 22.—[Speolal. - The means by 
which Mr. Jay Gould bas attempted to obtain 
possession of certain papers belonging to Mesers. 
Joho G. Moore & Co., and which the former 
wunted to examine to ussist bim in one of bis 
numerous litigations, is explained by an officer 
of the Mutual Union Telegraph Company as fol- 


lows: 

“ John G. Moore & Co. were contractors for the 
construction of a large portion of the lines of 
the Mutual Uuion Telegraph Company. Upon 
their rerroval in May last from the office for- 
merly ovcupied by them in this city the vouch- 
ers and otber papers relating to their 
accounts, Which bad accumulated during 
the construction of the lines, were packed in 
boxes and temporarily stored in the storehouses 
of the Mutual Union Company. Some time last 
fall the capacity of the storehouse being required 
for the use of the telegrapt company, the boxes 
were removed by Moore K Co., under the diree- 
tion of Mr. J. H. Waiker, cashier of the firin, 
and piaced in storage in Jersey City. Last Sat- 
urday Mr. W. C. Humatone, an officerof the 
Western Union Telegrapa Company, discovered 
the location of these boxes through a private 
detective in Jersey City, who was looking for 
stolen goods. 

“Mr. Humetone obtained a search-warrant 
upon an afiidavit that the boxes contained 
property stolen from the Western Union 
Company, and, baving examined their contents 
and learned their nature, Communicated the in- 
formation to the general officers of that com- 
pany. Mr. Waiker, the cashier of Moore & Co., 
bearing of tnis, and fearing that an attempt 
would be made vy the Western Union Company 
to obtain the property, removed it from the 
storehouse to another warehouse in Jersey City 
on Saturday afternoon. About 9 o'clock Sat- 
urday evening the boxes were seized by an at- 
torney of the Western Union Company under 
color of authority of a search-warrant, issued 
upon the affidavit of a mau ia the employ of Jay 
Gould, deciarmg that the property belonged to 
the Mutual Union Telegrapn Company, from 
whom it bad been stolen, and that Mr. Gould, 
as a Director of that company, sought to recover 
the sume. 

“The boxes were removed from the ware- 
house shortiy before midnight and taken to the 
Western Union office in Jersey City, where they 
remained during Suuday and Sunday night, 
some of them being on the ground fluor in plain 
view from the street and the rest in an upper 
room, the dlinds of which were ept 
clused throughout the day for the firet time in 
many yea.s Chancellor Rungoau, of New Jer- 
sey. thie morning, on application of counsel of 
John G. Moore & Co., gran an order placing 
the boxes and contents in the bands of a Master 
in Chancery, there to remain until atrial of 
title bas been bad, and also granted an injunc- 
tion restraining the Western Union Telegraph 
Compauyv. Jay Gould. and all others from ioter- 
fering with or attempting to remove the property 
from tbe jurisdiction of the court. At noon to- 
day tbe boxes were placed in charge of the Vice- 
Chancellor, Where tbey remain.“

A Victory for the Farmers—The Bald- 
Win Seandal. 

San Francisco, Jan. 16.—The State Legisia- 
ture mt this week and organized by the choice 
of H. M. Larue for Speaker of the Assembly. 
The Democrats were so heavily in the majority 
that the caucus of the Kepublicans was merely 
formal, signifying nothing. Larue is a large 
farmer of the Sacramento Valiey, and like all 
the grangers he is bitterly opposed to the by- 
draulic mining or “slickens” interest. There 
is an injuncdop now agatnst the working of all 
bydraulic mines which run their débris into riv- 
ers the waters of which tind their way iato this 
bay. This action, which was oniy secured after 
a ard legal fight, reuders valueless nearly all 
the great miues in this State, into which millions 
of dullars have been put iu the shape of costiy 
machinery, jong (uonels, and miles on wiles of 
flumes and ditches. The agricuitural interests 
of the State are so great. however, that no one 
for a moment can question the justice of this 
measure of protection tor the farmers. All 
along the rivers in the large vaile¥s the rich 
bottom land is covered in many places with a 
deposit of mud and gravel, which under the bot 
sun of California dries into the bardvess of an 
adobe brick. No crop can be grown, for this 
de posit—wbich is the débris or “slickens” 
from the mines floated down by the swollen 
rivers and left here during the winter and 
spring floods—is so deep that it cannot be turned 
under. The farmer bas no otber recourse than 
to abandon his land—turn it out to oid fields, as 
the Southern planter used tudo when he had 
tuken the life out of the soil with many suc- 
cessive crops of cottun or tobacvo, But the 
worst examples of this destruction are seen on 
the great fruit-ranebes. Here not only is the 
land ruined, but the trees, which cost a small 
fortune, are withered and dead., as though the 
breath of a bie forest fire had passed over them. 
One may see today the famous Briggs ranch, of 
more than 5.000 acres, all planted in fruit-trees, 

iven over to this deadly invasion of débris.

NEVADA BANDITS. 


Several Persons Killed and Stores 
Robbed—Determined Men in 
Hot Pursuit. 


Carsoy, Nev., Jan. 22.—Intelligence was re- 
ceived here tonight that Friday last a most bor- 
rible murder was committed at Gold Mountain, 
Esmeralda County, a piace about thirty miles 
from Candelaria.

These facts reduce the question to this: Can 
railway companies refuse or neglect to perform 
their pubiic duty upon a controversy with their 
empivoyés over the cost ot doing them? The ex- 
cuse has in law no validity. The duties imposed 
must be performed at whatever cust. The com- 
panies cannot abandon ‘their public duties with- 
out the express consent of the State. 
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NOT GUILTY. 


Sad Story of Josephine Danols,a For- 
mer Schooi-Girl of Chicago. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. 22.—[Special.]|—An Ash- 
land special to the Pioneer- Press says: The trial 
of the case of the State vs. Josephine Dauols 
was concluded today by a verdict of not guilty 
returned by the jury within tive minutes after 
retiring. Josie is 16 pears of age. Less than a 
year ago she attended the public schoul in Chi- 
cago, and was a member of a Presbyterian Sun- 
day-school in that city. and ber experience, as 
toid on the witness-stand, was one of the most 
pathetie and touching ever heard in a court- 
room. The following is the substance of it: 

“Lam 16 years of age. Before coming to this 
country Iuved in Chicago with my mother, 
and was attending school. I left home the lat- 
ter part of last winter. I went to live with Ed 
Warren, a bookkeeper in a freigbt-olffice. He 
was about 20 or 2l years of age. He was either 
acquainted with some of the boys, or elge he 
was going to the High School and I was go ing 
to the Brown School. That is rightin the same 
yard as the High School, and I got 
acquainted with him in that way. He first 
took me to Paulina ana Hubbard streets 
when Left dome. He told me if 1 would go 
with him he would marry me; that I could do 
better, and would not have to be going to school. 
1 lived with him about seven or eight weeks, and 
was always asking him to do what he promised. 
Then he told me une day he would take me home 
to his folks at Wausau, Wis., and he bought a 
ticket and sent me there. T got to Wausau in 
the daytime, about 11:40 o'clock I think. I met 
a lady. She asked me if [ was che little girl her 
boy sent, und I said Les mu am.“ at once. 

“ She said: I am the lady, Mrs. Warner,“ and 
she would take me to ber home. Sue took me 
in a carriage and carried me out into the woods. 
soon as we got to the door they stopped. 
ere were three or four girls there, and chey 
ail had short dresses on, up to their kuees, and I 
got kind of frigbtened then, and cried so much 
that was sick for several days.“ After 
drifting about for a time she became 
the inmate of a house here, where 
she met Mamie Atkinson, who became furivusly 
Jenlous of ber ou account of a man named 
Charley Wilson. Oa the morning of the tragedy, 
the defendant had pleaded to leave tor home. 
The keeper of the house was to be away that 
day, and her trunk was packed, ready to leave. 
Her version of the tragedy was substantially as 
follows: 

“I came down to breakfast about 9 o'clock. 
I had just sat down and took up my knife and 
1 looked over to Mamie, who was 

on a bench by the stove, 
a handkerchef around ber head. 
She muttered something, calimg me some 
names. I got up aud answered her back. and 
started to leave the room when she caught me 
by my braid. I twisted myself around with my 
lues towards ber. Sbe struck me several times 
and pushed me toward my rvom. Theu my skirt 
Lell partiy off and tripped me, and 1 tell down on 
my knees. Just theo a knife which I had placed 
in my pocket the day before open pricked me on 
— ra and I grabbed it. IWas so angry and 
excited 1 did not know what Ll was dving, but I 
guess | must have struck her, and that is the 
way it buppened.”’

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VANDERBILT. NO FOOL. 


An Interesting Sketch of the Richest 
Man's Kariy Life by One Who Kuen 
Him. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—[To the Editor. }—* Wiliam 
H. Vanderbilt at D was Commodore V ander- 
bilt’s tnriftiess son, trying in vain to get a living 
on a Staten Island farm, while dis facher freely 
— to bim in common conversation as a 
*rool, 

I clip the above from your New York letter of 
the Iith—an echo of several such paragraphs 
recently going the rounds of the press—acid, 
having some knowledge of the early life of the 
Vanderbilts, | will be pardoned for seeking to 
set the readers of THe TRIBUNE right iu the 
matter. 

1 have not seen Mr. Vanderbilt to ex- 
change a word with him since the death of his 
father. But 1 knew the old Commodore to be a 
man of strong natural affection, tall, well- 
formed, scrupulously neat; in a word, Band- 
some, and his children generally “took after 
aim.“ It is only natural to suppose that a man 
so constituted and surrounded should be both 
fond and proud of his family. There was not an 
ill-favored one in the whole group, and some of 
the daughters are remarkably beautiful. His 
residence on Staten Isiand was not lovated to 


} command any of the picturesque or far-stretch- 


ing scenery for which the isiand is so famous. 
but so as to be near the quiet little home of his 
aged mother and overlooking the very 
indentation of the shore where, when 
a mere lad, he bad many a time 
rounded-to his boat on his ferry trips over 
the bay, before the days of steam. His next 
neighbor was Daniel Van Duzer, the owner of 
„Vun Duzer's Ferry” in those days. In front 
of the house Was a broad piazza, crowned with a 
lofty Greeian colonade, and here it was bis habit 
to spend his evenings with his family and their 
rustic neighbors. On Sunday morning it was 
bis custom to take a quiet drive over tne coun- 
try in an old-fashioned chaise and, returning 
while the family were at church, hitch his 
horse to the whitewashed palings in front of his 
mother’s house, and spend an bour or two with 
her. This was an invariable babit, indicative of 
the strong domestic attachments of the man. 
Uf his three sons, George, wno died young, after 
graduating with bonors from West Point, might 
for some reason have been thought a favorit, 
but William was always near bim and always in 
his contidence. 

The farm spoknn of above was a choice spot 
on the New Dorp Plains, level us a Hoor, and 
highly cultivated. 1 think it belonged to the 
Commodore, and was for a while tilled by a rela- 
tive of the tamily, Samuei Kerr. But when the 
Commodore’s pet son married it was titted up 
tor him. The dwelling aad all the outhouses 
were new and handsomety built. It was in ex- 
cellent fence, and there was not a more thrifty 
or comely place onthe island. New Dorp, or 
* Durrup,” as it was sometimes written in the 
olden time, was the garden spot of the 
island; the soil alluvial and mellow, 
and for several miles iu extent 
occupied by thrifty and well-to-do farmers, 
amoug whom young Vanderbilt was always a 
favorit and always abreast of the best of them 
—recoghized everywhere as “achipof the oid 
block. His stock was of tne best. and his 
borses among the fastest. If he had uilowed 
any one to pass him on the road he wouldn't

Recollections of Thaddeus Stevens, the 

Lion-Hearted Bepublican Leader of 
Pennsylvania. 

New Tom., Jan. W. — Among the persons I 
talked to at Washington City was Edward Mc- 
Pherson, Clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives. He is a phenomenal politician, having 
entered into public life when a mere boy of the 
age of 28. When he had served two terms in 
Congress he was elected Clerk, perhaps through 
the support of Thaddeus Stevens, his law pre- 
ceptor. Yet Mr. MoPherson has been elected 
Cloer since Stevens’ death, and it must be that 
be has ability independent of influence, Heisa 
good type of the well-ingrained American- 
Scotch-Irishmen, who are among the most thor- 
ough of Americans. His ancestors in the year 
1735 sottled near Gettysburg. His great-grand- 
father was a patriotic man, who helped form 
the first Constitution of the State of Penn- 
syivania. His grandfather was in the 
Kevolutionary War; his father was the bank 
casbier at Gettysburg for forty-five years. 
Young McPherson graduated at Gettysburg 
College, and went over to Lancaster to study 
law with Thaddeus Stevens. He became the re- 
porter of the Legisiature and a newspaper cor- 
respondent at Harrisburg, and after that an ed- 
itor ot various Whig newspapers. He was one 


of the most active spirits to compel the State of 
Pennsylvania to sell its great sources of corrup-

1 was at Cbambersburg some time ago, 
where Browu stored his arms to be hauled into 
Maryland, to make his desceat upon Har- 
pers Ferry, and there 1 was told that 
Brown's men, as they came to Cham- 
bersburg. stopped at the house of some member 
of Gov. Ritner’s family. I understood that the 
house of this lady was the boarding-hbouse for 
Brown's men. Il knew that Thaddeus Stevens 
was the backbone of Ritner’s Administration 
when be was Governor of Pennsyivania.” 

“ Yes, that was 80.“ McPherson; but I 
think that for about twenty years previons to 
Ritner's death, which og omy subsequent to 
the War, Mr. Stevens ha ut little to do with 
this family. Some members of that family 
were not very strong in intelieet. Gov. Ritner 
lived in a distant part of the State till a tew 
years before he died, when he returned to the 
Cumberland Valley, and lived on Yellow 
— Creek, between Gettysburg and Car- 

isle.“ 

“ Well,” said 1. the coincidence struck me 
queerly that Thaddeus Stevens should have been 
the mainsvring of Ritner’s Administration, 
one of Ritner's faniily the hostess of Brown's 
men on the way to Harper's Ferry.“ 

Mr. McPherson seemed not to put much store 
upon the coincidences, though I still think it is 
worth bunting up. Said i: Did not Thaddeus 
Stevens first settle in Maryland?” 

“O no. He came to York, Pa., to teach 
schvol, from Dartmouth 1 For quite a 
period of time the reg ion ot K got its school- 
teachers from Dartmouth. In a sequence of 
Dartmouth boys who came down to our Dutch 
counties to teach school was young Stevens. He 
was a pretty stern school-teacher, and bad to 
tlog his boys to conquer respect and discipline, 
and he did it unflinchingly. He had quite a time 
about the son of one of the Directors he gave a 
tlogging to. He never lived, to my knowledge, 
in the state of Maryland, though he was admit- 
ted to the bar there.“ 

„How was that?" ' 

“Well, there were some regulations about 
going into the bar in Peunsylvania which were 
onerous on Mr. Steveas. A young man had to 
sit two years in a law office before he couid be 
admitted to the York bar. Stevens had his owu 
way of making a short cut to an object, and he 
got on bis borse and rode trom York to the 
Town of Bel Air, in Harford County, Maryland, 
where Judge Archer lived and was the principal 
lawyer. have talked about this visit to Ju 
Archer’s son, who was in Congress a few years 
ago from the same county, and be told me that 
they all remembered Thad Stevens’ visit as a 
strong tradition there. Stevens sat down with 
Judge Archer and the boys and played cards 
nearly all night, and the next 1 
ine a few general questions to him, ber ad- 
mitted bim to the bar. He then came back to 
Pennsylvania and picked his home at Gettys- 
burg, where my facher knew him.” 

Was Stevens a sporting mant N 

es., be was. He always loved a horge-race. 
When the horse-races were held tu Baltimore 
he went ou to see them. He loved cards all his 
life. The physical side of his nature was ro- 
bust, and he liked chance and danger.” 

“ Was ne club-footed from nature?’ 

* Yes, and he had a brother in Indiana who was 
clubbed in both feet. That brother, I think, has 
left pene out there. On one occasion Ste- 
vens.went into Maryland and bought a slave, 
which he made his servant for years. 

Do you think his heart was in Pennsylvania 
or in New Eaogiand?’ 

Well. [ can only give my own ideas upon 
that. I think de felt more Mentitied with 
New England as his birthplace and the coun- 
try of his heart than with Pennsyivania. You 
see, his life in Pennsyivania was a warfare. 
He , insisted on putting New Enagiand 
views into Pennsyivania institutions, and it was 
very hard work. He did introduce the 
schools after a tremendous fight, and 
took up the slavery question, and that at last 
triumphed under his hands, but be spent his 
life in it. In answer to your question again, I 
think be looked upon Pennsyivania with some 
= as his pupil and subject, while his patriot- 

m was perhaps rendered to his native State.” 

* Do you still consider him a great character?’ 

“Yes, be was a fine specimen of the game- 
hearted, ideal, brave, natural man. He loved 
courage, respected manhvod, and followed his 
ideas to the very verge without asking what 
men thought about them. He was the greatest 

rsonal spirit in our State—not politic like 
‘rankliu, yet perbaps more successful.” 

I reflected on the above conversation that it 
was strange the greatest zealot on the part 
of the North should go to Bei Air to be admitted 
to the bar, where. at that time, lived Junius 
Brutus Booth; and his son, Jobn Wilkes Booth, 
who cut such a figure in the Civil War which 
Mr. Stevens dared to enter upon, lived right at 
the Town of Bel Air in later years, and went to 
school there. 

Mr. McPherson said: I look upon the Repub- 
lican party’s prospects as pretty fair. in a 
Presidential election the people do not nave to 
choose between their resentments, but what

Train Employes Held Responsi- 
ble for the Southern Pa- 
cific Horror. 


Narratives of Some of Those Res- 
cued from the Terribie 
Wreck. 


Piteous Appeals for Help from Those 
~ Imprisoned in the Burning 
Debris. 


The Conductor and a Brakeman Held 
Res sible far the California Wreck 
Narratives of the Hescued. 

Saw Francisco, Jan. 22.—A Tehachapi dis- 
patoh says the Coroner's jury have found a ver- 
dict in the train disaster case that the victims 
came to their death by neglect of Conductor 
Reed and Brakeman Potter. The verdict bas 
not yet been approved by the Coroner. 

Two bodies have been identitied as those of 
Thomas Keegan and Ferdinand Gromfort, dis- 
charged soldiers of Company H. Sixth Cavalry. 

A SURVIVOR’S NARRATIVE. 

John F. Cassell, one of the sieeping-car pas- 
seugers, arrived in the city yesterday. He re- 
ports: 

“I think it must have been but a few mo- 
ments after the train started that | woke up. | 
realized that we were in danger, but how l 
could not tell. We were rushing along the 
mountain side at a fearful velocity, and in a few 
seconds the crash came. Over we went, anda 
thousand splinters and pieces of débris com- 
pletely buried us. As quickly as possible I was 
ou my feet, working to make an exit through 
the masses under which we were buried, to save 
myself and other occupants ot the train, Every- 
where I faund myself hemmed in by masses of 
wreckage. My wife, 1 think, was killed by the 
first sbeck, as her hands were cold when I 
touched her, and my calls remalued unanswered, 
I cleared a passage-way along the hog-chaius 
for some seventeen feet, till 1 reached 
the place near where Miss Squires was im- 
prisoned, I heard her scream for guccor, She 
told me she was not injured, but merely unable 
to get out of the window. The thames began 
breaking through where 1 was working, and I 
was driven back to where I knew no hope for es- 
cape existed, and retreated merely to avoid a 
fiery deatb. went back to my wife for the 
fourth time, and now could only grasp her hair. 
Again and again I called to ber for oue sign of 
life, hut all ta no purpose, The gases and flames 
now drove me from ber side, and as a last resort 
I buried myself in the débris. When dope had 
left me meo who were working irom outside 
eee accidentally came upon me and 
drew u body out, and there I became 
lodged, our combined efforts proving unavali- 
ing to free me from the débris. Finally | suc- 
ceeded in dropp — 1 a bole made for me 
by the reseuers. only one who ever 
on the light of day rom under that beap of 
ruin 


MR. ASHE’S STORY. 

Porter Ashe, who was on the train wrecked at 
‘Tehachapi, telegraphs as follows: 

“My wife, maid, and myself were occupying 
the drawing-room ofa sleeper. We were awak- 
ened by swaying of the cars porns at about 
the rate of seventy miles on hour. We had 
just braced ourselves when the crash came. 1 
maid was buried in the débria, my wife and 
falling on top of ber. The car immediately 
took fire, and I was forced to take the timber 
and burning boards of the maid piece by piece. 
The car became enveloped in smoke by the 
breaking of the windows at the top of the car. 
succeeded in reacui my wife and muid, 
pushing them through the wiaduw. We were 
climbing off from the car, nearly suffocated by 
the smoke, when I heard a man calling for beip 
and beseeching us not to leave him. I reached 
dowu througs a broken window aud succeeded 
— 4 ulla hold of Gov. Downey’ s hand, 

ulm out near strangied. 
Wale helping the maid to the ground 
my wife stepped on a window, and fell through 
into the car again. The car by this time was 
burning rapidly. It is impossibie to tell how 1 
got her out. I Jumped with ber to the ground, 
and immediately ran down hill to avoid the 
flames. Before leaving the car | pusbed tbrouga 
a window a sealskio cloak dolman lined with 
fur, two blankets, and one mattress. | had no 
other clothing except my nigbtshirt. The wind 
was blowing strong and intensely cold. | was 
surrounded by N and dead. ov. Downey 
Mr. Cassell, my wife and maid, Mr. Howard 
Tilton (whe rendered us great assistunce and 
acted eplendidly), a child of Mr. Waterhouse, 
and myself occupied the mattress. and were 
only protected by a blanket till assistance came 
from Tebachapi. The railroad did everything 
in their power to relieve the distressed, — from 
Superintendent down to brakeman acted with 
the utmost delicacy and courtesy. We were 
provided at Tehachapi with warm clothes and 
comfortably housed.” 

THE CORONER’S INVESTIGATION. 

BAKBRSFIBLD, Cal., Jan. 22.—The Coroner who 
went up to the scene of the railroad disaster 
Saturday morning returned today. He arrived 
on the ground at2 p. m. A large crowd was 
there, and they had already pretty thoroughly 
investigated the ash-beaps which represente athe 
train. Human remaing were disposed on seven- 
teen heaps, each one of which was supposed to 
represent a human being. Some of them prob- 
abiy did, but most of them were bits of caicined 
bones that might bave represented several. He 
thinks che destruction of human life greater 
than is supposed. The leader of the two sleep- 
ers in the downward flight, from which no one 
escaped, is believed to bave been pretty well 
tilled, and it would have accommodated fifty- 
four persons. init were placed way passen- 
gers, and many such always get on. Some coin 
and jewelry was turned over to his keeping.

Annual Report of the Inspectors to 
the Governor and City Au- 
thorities, 

Great Difficulty Experienced in Selling 
the Labor at Cost of Maine 
tenance. 


This Arises from the Shortness of Sentence 
and Inexperience of the Con- 
victs. 


The eleventh annual reportof the lospectors 
of the House of Correction—the bridewell—is 
Just made public. It d addressed to Gov. 
Cullom and to the Common Council of Chicago. 
The results of the last year in a finaocial view 
were not as successful as in the year 1881. but 
the moneys now to the credit of the Inspectors 
will be sufficient to more than cover all the or- 
dipary expenses during the present year. The 
cash receipts were Sine. The cash en- 
peaditures aggregated $72,875.70. several im- 
provements were made during the year, 

nd others are contemplated. The 

uspectors revommend that the Bive Island 
avenue be extended from its present terminus 
at Westero avenue to California avenne. This 
would make an uninterrupted line of highway 
from the west side of the city to the conteiipiat- 
ed boulevard connecting the West Parks with 
the South Parks. After urgwmg the necessity for 
increased prisun-rgom, the report says the ex- 
perience of the last year bas convineed the 
viliciais in charge that it is unsafe to contine 
two unknown persons in a cell together. This 
system uf couunement resulted in the murder 
of a quarretsune man by a demented prisoner 
on the uicht ot July . it Waa a truycody woich 
could bot have been antiei pated, but it 
left its lesson.

Or 
the 7,400, 1,677 were under exeoutions of $2.50 to 
$5 each; qua to an average of seven and 
two-thirds duys to each prisoner; 3,060 were un- 
der executions of 85.60 to $11.50 ench—averaging 
seventven aud two-thirds days; ¥i3 were under 
executions of $12 to $10.00 each—averaging 
thirty aud Qne-Giteenth days; WS were under 
executions of $17.50 to $21.00 each—averaging 
forty-one and one-half days each; 683 were 
under executions of $22.50 to $26.54 each—aver- 
aging tiity-two and ope-balf days each; 223 
Were under executions of S27 to LW each 
aver agg filty-eiwnt and taree-tfths days each.

A Cook County Constablie’s Blood on 
Exhibition in Court. 

An amusing assault and battery case was tried 
yesterday before Judge Rogers, in which Joseph 
B. Ditto, a Constable attached to Justice Meech's 
court, was the principal figure. He claims that 
on the 5th of July last he went to the olfice of 
the Chicago, Louisville & New Albany Railroad 
Company at 122 Randolph street to summon the 
General Passenger Agent, Mr. Sidney B. Jones, 
to testify in asuit cheu pending befure Justice 
Meech. When be began reading the summons 
Jones attempted to snatch it trom him, and 
finaily, after a scuffle, struck him on the nose, 
and then ordered him out of the office. Jones’ 
story is that Ditto read the summons in so loud 
a tone that he could not understand it, and tried 
to take the paper to read it bimself. Ditto 
called him hard names, and finally Jones or- 
dered him out, but did not strike him. The 
gore-stained summons was exhibited in court 
to excite the jurors’ sympathy, but the senti- 
ment was all dissipated when the defendant's 
attorney, Mr. Trude, alluded to it the only 
instance in which a Cook Couprty Constable's 
blood had been exhibited before a Cook Couuty 
jury. The jury will return their sealed verdict 
this morning. 


An Unsuspecting Rural Banker Claims 
He Got Deceived in Buying HMorse- 
flesh.

DOUBLE TAXATION. 


A Suit of Great Importance Soon to Be 
Tried in the Vermont Courts. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 22.— [Special. — The new 
tax law in Vermont, which seems specially de- 
signed to drive business out of the State, is hav- 
ing a new development in litigation against 
railroad men. The Hon. Bradley Barlow, ex- 
Congressman and mail contractor, and now 
President of the Southeastern Railway, and also 
of the Vermont National Bank of St. Albans, 
owns a residence in St. Albans, on which, in 
1881, he filed a tax inventory showing debts to 
offset bis personal property. Last year be made 
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no inventory, and the listers proceeded to ap- 


praise his real and personal property connected 
therewitb, and his bank stock,and, fixing upon the 
amount as tue value of his taxable property. 
put into the list as the basis of assessments for 
taxes against him double the amount thus as- 
certaine . As prov dod by the law, being S404, - 
60, The whole amount of taxes for the year 
assessed..upen this property's about 36,800. Mr. 
Harlow declined to pay, and a few duys ago the 
Collector levied upon bis.borses, carriages, and 
vaiuable paintings and furniture in bis house. 
Mr. Barlow replevined the property and gave 
bonds. He will fight the case to the bitter end, 

on the ground that under the luv the listers bad 
no rigbt to double his bank stock, and that other 
persons, notably the non-resident stockbolders 
of the Navona: Car Company, returned no in- 
ventorices, and that their stuck Was not doubled 
in the assessment, thereby creating an inequal- 
itv of taxation to bis injury. The suits are re- 
turvabie to the noxt April term of court in St. 
Aibans. The counsel for tbe town claim that 
Mr. Barlow held nearly a million and three- 
quarters of the new first- - mortgage bonds ot the 
consolidation of roads now operated together as 
the Southeastern KRailwax on which be shouid 
be taxied. Meantime other legal proceedings 
are pending to test the icgality of some $12,000 
of taxes assessed upon the stock of 
the National Car Company, owned by non- 
residents of the State. The law provides 
that non-resident owners of stocks in compa- 
nies doing business in the Stute shall be taxed 
through the home office of the company, which 
shall pay the tax and charge the amount against 
the next dividend on their stock. This Nadona! 
Car Company has its office in St. Aibans, and its 
chief stockholders are wainly in the manage- 
ment of the Central Vermont Railroad. Lansing 
Millis, the President of the car company, is a 
resident of Boston, and nearly tbrec- quarters of 
the stock is owned outside of Vermont. The 
owners claim that they pay taxes on this stuck 
in the States where they reside, and that it is 
illegai to tax the same stock twice. Dur the 
last two vears the Solonsof the Vormout Lar- 
isiature have several times tinkered the tax 
law so as to make it more onerous on raiiroads, 
new euterprises, and non-residents, and these 
various suits are the outcome.

Water-Tax Districts—Additional 
Facilities for Paying 
Bills. 


An Ordinance Requiring Street- Railway 
Companies to Give a Seat 
é for a Fare. 


Making Outside Brewers Pay for Wear and 
Tear of Streets—Saloon Licenses. 


The Council held a regular weekly meeting 
last evening, Mayor Harrison in the chair, and 
all the Aldermen present except Pheips, Shorey, 
Cullerton, Purcell, White, Everett, Hirsch, and

A communication was received from the 


Mayor stating that he had an offer of $00,000 for 
the old hospital lot on Arnold street, and asking 
that be be allowed to seil it for that sum to 
Philip D. Armor. A resolution was passed au- 
thorizing him to close the negotiation. 

The annual estimates were received from the 
Controller and seut to the Finance Committee. 
They bave been printed. 

FOUR WATER DISTRICTS TO BE CREATED. 

Commissioner Cregier sent in an ordinance 
amending Sec. 2,038 of the water ordinance as 


follows: 

“ The water rates or taxes as hereinafter es- 
tablished shall be paid semi-aonually in advance 
at the office of the Department of Public Works. 

“The semi-annual payments shall cover a 

eriod from the Ist day of Muy to the Jlsat day of 

tober, and from the Ist day of November to 
the zun day of April iu each and every year. 

“There are hereby erected four districts as 
follows: First District, embracing the South Di- 
vision of the city, comprising the First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, and Fitth Wards.

Third District, 
embracing al) that portion of the West Division 
comprising the Fifth, Sixth, Seventb, Eighth, 
Ninth, and Tenth Wards. Fourth District, em- 
bracing all that rtion of the West Division 
comprising the Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 
and Fourteenth Wards. 

The semi-annual payment of water rates or 
taxes assessed in the several districts aforesaid 
shall be due and payable as follows: First 
District, between the Ist and lid days 
of May and the ist and löth days of 
November respectively of each and every 

‘ear. pecond District, between the löth and 

sist days of May and the löth and tb days of 
November respectively of each and every year. 
Thira District, between the Ist and 15th days of 
June and lst and löth days of December respect- 
ively of each and every year. Fourth Disirict, 
between the lith and 3th days of Juve and the 
15th and gist days of December respectively of 
each and every year. 

“Every person who shall pay the water rate 
or tax at any time within the periods bereiabe- 
fore prescribed for the respective districts for 
the current six months commencing on the first 
days of May and November respectively, sball 
be allowed a rebate of 12 per cent on the whole 
amount assessed or charged to him for said en- 
suing six mouths. 

Every person who shall fail to pay the water 
rate ortux a d or charged to bim within 
tne time berein “prescribed for said payment 
Shuil not be entitied to auy rebate, and every 
person who sball fail to pay bis water rate or 
tax within two months from and after the ex- 
piracion of the semi-annual period of each year 
herein prescribed for the payment of the same 
shall bave the use of the water stopped until 
full payment thereof, and all arrearages and 
charges for shutting off and turning on the 
water be made.” 

The Mayor stated that the ordinance, if passed, 
would greatiy facilitate business, make water 
cheaper, keep the crowds out of the office dur- 
ing May and November, and give the clerksa 
chance to make up their boo.
